If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated 
as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described 
in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is 
merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by the 
auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale 
injuriously.

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BIOGRAPHICAL MEMOIR 


DGAR F. LUCKENBACH died April 26, 1943, in his seventy- 
seventh year. His entire business life was spent in shipping affairs, 
and from 1913 he was President of the Luckenbach Steamship 

Company, which with the opening of the Panama Canal became one of 
the most important carriers in the intercoastal steamship trade. Under his 
management this Company, operating a ship tonnage of some 250,000 
tons, distinguished itself in commercial operations, and in war operations 
both in the first World War and the present World War. He was active 
in yachting over many years, and from this interest he derived his title of 
Commodore, which title was also appropriate to him as head of his 
steamship fleet. He was also a lover of fine horses, and participated in 
many horse shows throughout the eastern and central portions of the 
United States and Canada. He was a vigorous and colorful personality, 
and an important factor in the activities of his home community of Sands 
Point. The notable items in this catalogue, all of which were collected by Mr. 


Luckenbach, come from his beautiful homes there, Elm Court and Shorewood.
